Industry Problem 
Better Understood 


In the past year there seems to be 
some indication that men in Ottawa 
and in business are beginning to un- 
derstand what is wrong with the tex- 
tide indutsry, and to realize that what 
has happened to it could conceivably 
happen to other industries in Canada, 
Hugh H. Lawson, past president of 
the Primary Textiles Institute, warned 
in an address in Toronto. 

Mr. Lawson, in tracing the causes 
of the crisis now being experienced by 
Canadian primary textile manufactur- 
ers, ‘said that three years ago the in- 
dustry ranked first in the number of 
people employed, second in salaries 
and wages paid and third in gross 
value of production among all Cana- 
dian manufacturing industries. 

‘“How then,” he asked, “could this 
seemingly healthy and substantial part 
of our Canadian industrial economy, in 
a short space of two years, lose pro- 
duction and lay of 23 per cent of its 
workers and haye its profits squeezed 
out, in a period of the greatest Cana- 
dian prosperity in almost all other 
fields? 

“The answer does not lie with the 
Canadian consumer.. He did not cut 
back his personal purchasing to any 
Significant degree. Canadian consum- 
ers buy textiles at a noticeably steady 
rate in relation to income. Today, as 
a.per cent of his income, he is buying 
pretty much as he did pre-war. f 


“A series of dramatic events has 
overshadowed the real cause of the 
textile slump. We must look deeper 
than the-natural fluctuations in busin- 
ess caused by international disputes 
and the adjustments necessitated by 
them, ‘ 
“From 1939 until the end of the war, 
all textile industries in most countries 
were hard) put to supply the urgent 
wartime needs of their own armed 
forces and civilian populations. The 
Canadian industry during the war was: 
asked to produce hundreds of millions 
of yards of fabrics and garments for 
the armed forces, in addition to sup-

First Ore Shipment 
From Marmora To 
Start This Fall’ 


What will happen the iron ore 
destined to pass through Prince Ed; 
ward County from Marmora and down 
to the High Shore ore shipping base is’ 
told in the following article by W. R. 
Williams, Picton Times feature writ- 
er. It is expected that the first ore 
shipment willl arrive in Picton Octob- 
er ist of this year. 

At their Lackawanna plant a few 
miles west of Buffalo on Lake Erie, 
the Bethlehem Steep Company keeps 
in continuous operation service blast 
furnaces capable of producing 3,036,- 
000 tons of pig iron annually. 

The 34 open hearth furnaces have 
an annual capacity of 5,000,000 net 
tons of steel ingots. 

The 459 by-product coke ovens have’ 
a total annual capacity of 2,514,000 net 
tons of coke. 

Steel plates, structural shapes and 
steel rods are among Lackawanna 
plant products.

After hot rolling, some of 
this material is further reduced by 
cold rolling, and then arranged and 
finally skin passed in still another 
mill to improve its properties. Hot 
rolled sheets and strip are used for 
auto frames oil drums, tanks, agri- 
cultural implements, railway cars and 
a wide variety of industrial items. 
Cold rolled sheets and strip are used 
for making refrigerators, washing ma- 
chines, ranges, auto bodies, furniture, 
cabinets and similar items. 

A fleet of fifteen ore carriers is op- 
erated on the Great Lakes. 

The plant clinic is staffed with 12 
doctors, eleven nurses, an x-ray tech- 
nician, a physiotherapist and three 
clerks. It is housed in brand new 
quarters, and is modern in every re- 
spect.

“I have to pay 
100 cents on the dollar and I expect 
others to do the same.” 

“T don’t think the reeve of Bancroft 
means just what he said,” returned 
Reeve Sager. “I’d hate to see the 
day when county councillors come to 
council for what they get out of it.”

A release to the Cobourg Sentinal-

gest Canadian MP’s are not making 
much effort to earn the $10,000 salary 
they recently yoted themselves.” 


The Winnipeg Tribute notes edi- 
torially that when the unemployment 
debate started up again on Monday, 
March 1st, only 50 MP’s out of the 
262-member House were on hand at 
one point. At 3.30 in the afternoon, a 
count showed 17 Liberals present out 
of 168, and 18 Conservatives out of 49. 

Patrick Nicholson, Ottawa corre- 
spondent for a newspaper chain, re- 
ports that at an earlier point in unem- 
ployment debate only 37 MP’s were in 
their seats. Of these 37,, four were 
writing letters, eleven were reading 
newspapers or magazines, ten were 
chatting together in groups of two or 
three, one was yawning, two appeared 
to be sleeping, one was making a 
speech, one was 6itting as Speaker, 
and the remaining seven were listen- 
ing.

While there is reason for gratifica- 
tion in the saving of many lives, a de- 
partment 6tatement Says. the fact re- 
mains that ‘there has not been nearly 
48 great a decrease in the rate of new 
cases developing each year, While the 
death rate per 100,000 population drop- 
ped 70 per cent in the past 10 years, 
there was only a decline of approxi- 


mately 13 per cent in the incidence of 
new cases, 


During 1953 there were more cases 
treated in Ontario sanatoria than in 
any previous year, It must be borne 
in mind, however. that over the past 
10 years there has been an increase of 
approximately 21 per cent in the 
province’s population, 

The statement says treatment facili- 
ties appear to be adequate for the 
present — with over 5.200 beds avail- 
able — but there ig still the challenga 
of the future, 

Stressing the fact that the cost of 
T.B. in Ontario, excluding loss of wag- 
es, is close to $12,000,000 annually, the 
Statement says no one group by itself 
can cope with this problem. It re- 
quires the close co-operation of all 


agencies concerned. 

Noting a striking change in the 
Overall picture over the past 25 years, 
the statement points to a marked 
shift from ferhale to male as well as 
to older age groups as far as cases 
and deaths are concerned. Tubercu- 
losis is becoming increasingly a dis- 
ease of people over 50 years “of age. 
This is especially so in’ respect to 
males. Since 1928 the number of men 
dying frdm T.B. over females has been 
constantly increasing. 

It is recognized that the chest clinic, |. 
free to the public and physician, is 
basic in the control of tuberculosis. 

A total of 265 clinics located in 248 
centres were presently in operation. 
Local tuberculosis associations finan- 
ced a major portion of expense of 213 
clinics, Christmas Seal funds being 
used for this purpose, while the De- 
partment of Health provided a com- 
plete free service in 43 clinics and 
medical supervision for another 29. 


National Cancer 
Institute Surveys 


It was announced recently by’ Dr. 
M. R. McCharles, of! Winnipeg, chair- 
man of the National Cancer Institute’s 
Advisory Committee on Records and 
Statistics, that the Institute has some 
ten statistical surveys under way at 
the present time. These are studies 
«\to- “gather information concerning can- 
cer in different sites of the body and 
among different groups of people, 

The surveys include a review of 
breast cancer, a study of cancer 
among Indians and a study of the in- 
cidence of cancer among certain 
groups in Quebec. ‘Cancer of the lung 
is receiving special attention and as- 
sistance is being given to one of the 
provinces in its study of sigmagh 
caneer. j 

Most of these studies are ane 
by the Institute’s statistician, Dr. A. 
J. Phillips. They are considered to be 
of the utmost importance in assessing 
certain aspects of our present know-

Cancer Institute 
Announces Grants 


Dr. Jean Bouchard, of Montreal, 
president of the National Cancer In- 
stitute of Canada, announced that the 
‘Institute will provide grants-in-aid for 
cancer research to $395,105. Another 
$41,475 will be used to provide fellow- 
ships to advance the training of radia- 
tion physicists and other cancer 
specialists. , 
| The 57 grantees receiving assist- 
ance are working in 14 different uni- 
yersities and research centres in nine 
Canadian Provinces, Dr. Bouchara 
pointed out. The grants range in size 
from $500 for small projects to $30,-

“There is always the danger of losing 
our best men to other countries where 
they can earn more money. Just re- 
cently one of our important men was 
offered more than twice as much a& 
he can earn here to become director of 
a research center across the border. 
But we need men like him for dir- 
ectors in our own research program.” 

The Institute's research advisory 
group which includes top research 
men from our universities, carefully 
assesses every request for aid before 
a grant is made. They also consult 
with leading research authorities in 
the U.S. and Britain before deciding 
on the merits of a project. 

The National Cancer Institute of 
Canada receives support from the pro- 
vincial and dominion governments 
and from the Canadian Cancer So- 
ciety. Dr. Bouchard explained that 
this year it will be necessary to ask 
the Canadian Cancer Society for more 
than ever before, “Canadian Cancer 
research depends to a large extent 
upon the voluntary contributions col- 
lected during the Cancer Campaign,” 
he said.

are carrying as many as 100,000 eggs 
and even with the best of protection 
only a relatively ‘small number will 
evidently reach maturity as a result of 
poor fertilization, predators and some- 
times pollution. x

WEED OF THE WEEK 
YELLOW ROCKET 
OR WINTER CRESS 


which may. occur in first year mead- 
ows or newly sown pastures. This 
should not be a very big job since Yel- 
low Rocket only becomes a real prob- 
lem if permitted to go to seed for a 
few years. Unfortunately, it ripens 
seed too early to be controlled by cut- 
ting hay. In pastures it can be clip- 
ped early enough to stop it seeding. 
Yellow Rocket is susceptible to 
2,4-D at rates of 6-8 ozs, of acid per 
acre. This fact is not very helpful 
since it usually sahows up in meadows 
and pastures, ap@ that amount of 2,4-D 
would cause serious damage to clovers 
unprotected by any cover crop. How- 
ever, the 2,4-D method is highly suc- 
cessful if the plant has escaped to 
ditches, roadsides or other non-crop 
areas. 


Yellow Rocket or Winter Cress is 
becoming too well known to a large 
number of Ontario farmers, the Crops 
Branch of the Ontario Department of 
Agriculture reports, but adds that a 
comparatively brief acquaintance is 
usually sufficient to enable the farm- 
er to distinguish Yellow Rocket from 
Common Mustard.

_ larity — the yellow color of the flow- 
er and the fact that both plants pro- 
duce large quantities of seed.

CORN PLANTINGS 


Corn’ plantings are increasing in 
all corn-growing areas of Ontario, re- 
veals G, E. Jones, Department of Field 
Husbandry, Ontario Agricultural Col- 
lege. For this season’s plantings 
there are many excellent new var- 
jeties which are high yielding and 
early maturing, and most of these can 
be supplied by the commercial corn 
companies. 

An acre of corn supplies two to 
three times as much food value as an 
acre of oats or barley, and thus corn 
is a valuable crop in areas in which it 
can be grown successfully. It is a 
“heavy feeder,” and is very respon- 
sive to fertilizer applications. 

It is always a good plan to have soil 
tested, and this is especially true with
